A man who had a towel tied 
around his face as a mask last 
night held up the Firestone Mar- 
ket at 7299 Balson avenue, Uni- 
versity City. Holding his hand 
in his pocket as if grasping ea 
weapon, he entered the store as 
Washington Scott, Negro em- 
ploye, was walting on a cus- 
tomer, Jerome Cataldi, 8 Chaf- 
ford drive, Richmond Heights. 

When Scott was slow in obey- 
ing an order to hold up his 
hands, the robber beat him about 
him abot the head with his 
fist.

For more than 12 years the ma- 
ority of the property owners in the 
400 and 3500 blocks of Halliday 
avenue have been renting some of

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Mr. Rhodes Counter- attacks 

How can St. Louisans properly assess the vigor- 
ous attack on the Kearney report by the School 
Board’s building commissioner, V. Harry Rhodes? 

The Kearney firm of business consultants re- 
ported last fall that the taxpayers were spending 
$1,487,000. more than they should on non-instruc- 
tional services. Most of this excess was charged 
to Mr. Rhédés'’s bullding department. 

He now declares that the Kearney firm's ap- 
proach to his debaftment was “biased,” that. 
some of Kearney’s statements were “false,” that 
many of their: recommendations were based on 
“misrepresentationg of facts and figures,” and-* 
80 on. — F 5 ‘ 

Mr. Rhodes could be right, of course, and 
Kearney guviity'as charged. It seems strange, 
though, that the School Board's three other 
executive officers agreed with many of the criti- 
cisms of their departments that were made by 
Kearney. Secretary-Treasurer Wiethaupt, for ex- 
ample, said he thought many of the Kearney 
recommendations could be put in effect. Evi- 
dently he does not think they are so biased. Why 
would Kearney pick on the Building Department? 

Mr. Rhodes’s position also must be considered 
in light of the fact that he and his department 
are in the ‘midst of a fieree struggle for exist- 
ence. A miijority of the Schiel Board has in- 
dorsed a bill that would put thi 
ment functions under the Subpet 
struction, where it ought to bas.

The List Grows : 

When Harvey Matusow admitted he had lied 
frequently as .a paid informer in Communist 
trials, he started what seems to be a chain reac- 
tion involving witnesses for several branches of 
government. 

Attorney General Brownell says Matusow’s ad- 
missions of lying have been put before a federal 
grand jury. But Mr. Brownell’s cautious defense 
of the Justice Department for using a liar as a 
witness, and paying him to be a witness, is not 
convincing. The fact stands that the department 
did use Matusow and he did lie. 

The Attorney General appears to feel that the 
case of another supposedly turncoat Communist 
and paid informer, Paul Crouch, is of no further 
interest. This also is hard to follow. Crouch has 
broken with the Justice Department, apparently 
over money matters. But he was employed often 
as a witness, his credibility was attacked repeat- 
edly, and the department ought to establish 
whether its witness lied or not. 0 

Then, what about Manning Johnson and Leon- 
ard Patterson? These professed ex-Communists 
were used as witnesses in several inquiries. Prin- 
cipally they attenipted fo smear Dr. Ralph 
Bunche, distinguished 5 official at the 
United Nations and Nobel prize winner. Dr. 
Bunche was cleared emphatically by a loyalty 
board. What of his atcusers? 

Next the issue of bearing false witness moves 
to the Federal Communications Commission. Two 
witnesses who testified against Edward O. Lamb, 
Ohio publisher and broadcaster, now say they 
lied. The first was Mrs. Marie Natvig of Florida. 
Now Lowell Watson, Kansas farmer and pro- 
fessed ex-Communist, sayg he gave false testi- 
mony after “constant coaching” by FCC inves- 
tigators. 8 

So the list is growing. The question is not 
only whether the witnesges lied, or whether 
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with Administration “can’t have better allies” than 


the Democrats.

But Dwight Eisenhower is not without politi- 
cal experience any more. He must have learned 
by now that gains purchased at such a price 
prove to be less than dross. Expediency has its 
limits. Mr. Eisenhower would add greatly to his 
stature if he not only -asserted his high views 
but occasionally and specifically repudiated 
those who violate them. The test of his views 
on the Red smear will be the kind of campaign 
that is waged in his name next year.

While St. Louis county broyght up the issue 
of nursing home control, the Missouri House 


Public Health Committee ought to consider the 


situation of nursing homes throughout the state. 
The committee is holding hearings on a bill for 
higher standards and better statewide inspection 
of nursing homes, 

There are 497 nursing homes in Missouri and 
only a tenth of these are in St. Louis county, 
where, the issue arose. Most of the county nurs- 
ing homes were teund to be in good hands, per- 
forming a pulilic sétvire. But a few had pitiful 
and sometimes dangerous fatilities for caring 
for the aged and chronically ll. 

What was true for St. Loyis county, with its 
urban health program, is undoubtedly true for 
the state as a whole. And the contrgl bill before 
the House is meant for the few and not for the 
many. It would permit Missouri to bring all its 

nursing homes up to the necessary standards.

Proposal to convert surplus American butter into ghee should 
be fully explored, editorial urges; 600,000,000 people suffer 
from a lack of edible fats; surplus should be used to ease 
shortages; problem abroad seems more human than technical,

The proposal to convert some of the 


. United States butter surplus into “ghee” 


for distribution and sale in the Middle 
and Far East is imaginative and pro- 
vocative. It may work. Certainly it 
should not be dismissed as fantasy, on 


the one hand, or as over complicated. 
until it has been fully explored. 


There are two basic facts to start 
with. One: We have a gigantic butter 
surplus.’ Two: There are 600,000,000 
persons in an accessible area who suffer 
from a lamentable shortage of edible 
fats. In common sense there ought to 
be some way to use the surplus to re- 
lieve the shortage. : 

Most of these 600,000,000 persons 
don’t use butter. They wouldn’t like it 
even if they could afford it. On the 
other hand, most of the potential con- 
sumers of butter in the Western world 
couldn't and wouldn't use ghee (recti- 
fied butter)..even if they could afford

When Celia goes to Berlin to find an

“besieged by nervous tension” and near- 
ly everyone, is affected by the moral dis- 
integration that has followed defeat—is 
bound to sound excessively melodra- 
matic.

Indeed 
not, for in all likelihood it began 
in, ancient times, long before the 
Christian era. 

In those days the common 
practice was to pour a bit of the 
guest’s wine into the host’s glass 
and vice versa before either 
drank. The reason? Simply that 


their family and one way to be 
sure the host hadn’t poisoned 
your cup was to see to it that 
he drank some himself. 


With the passage of time and, 
presumably, the growth of good 
will among men, the practice of 
mixing the wine was abandoned 
and a ceremonial clicking of 
glasses took its place. The spo- 
ken wish “To your good health!” 
would logically accompany this 
ceremonial gesture, if only as 
mutual reassurance that neither 
cup had been poisoned. 


The word “toast” itself seems 
incongruous these days, although, 
truth to tell, the serving of bev- 
erages today is often accom- 
panied by varieties of toasted 
tidbits. In the time of Shake- 
speare and before, however, a 
piece of toasted bread was put 
in the bottom of the tankard or 
cup before the ale or wine was 
poured in. Chroniclers of the 
period say this was done to “im- 
prove the taste,” but this scriv- 
ener suspects its chief purpose 
was t6 clarify the drink by col- 
lecting all sediment and impuri- 
ties at the bottom of the cup. 
Thus the drink itself became a 
“toast.” 


A person who attained great 
popularity, so that his health 
was often toasted, soon became 
known himself as a “toast”—a 
usage that survives today in the 
phrase “toast of the town.” 


Essential Steps 
In Rat Control

OR the past couple of weeks 

rats have had high priority 

news-wise in the local press, 
radio and TV. That a helpless 
infant could be so severely bitten 
by .a rat while sleeping in his 
crib shocked our community. Yet 
this is not an isolated case. In 
1954 the Health Division re- 
ceived reports of 142 rat bite 
cases. Perhaps as many or more 
unreported rat bite cases oc- 
curred. 


We clamor for a modern Pied 
Piper to rid us of these obnox- 
ious creatures. Unfortunately 
there is no ‘mysterious gypsy 
piper to charm all the rats out 
of their “homes” to follow him 
to the river to be drowned. 

Control of rats and other 
rodents is important because of 
the diseases they spread and the 
tremendous economic destruction 
they cause. Killing procedures 
rarely reduce the rat population 
to a low level since rats increase 
with amazing rapidity. With am- 
ple food supply and no enemies 
a pair of rats might have 1400 
descendants within a year. These 
procedures (poison, traps, cats, 
etc.) have in the past had great 
popularity because of their ease 
of application and their visible 
results. Accumulated experience 
over the years proves this 
of program to be not only. 
effective but excessively costly. 
Furthermore, the effort and 
money ‘expended does not im- 
prove other living and sanitary 
conditions. 


Recently rat control has de- 
veloped into a phase of a better 
Sousing program called rehabil- 
itation. A procedure of inspec- 
tion and law enforcement results 
in improvement of sanitation, 
plumbing, floors, cellars, and the 
buildings themselves. As. an in- 
cidental, but important, part of 
this program the rats are elim- 
inated. Rehabilitation is 
plied to dwellings and
